The summary which is given 
shows the main precipitation for each 
month and year since 1888, the maxi­ 
mum, minimum'and average monthly 
temperatures for twenty-one years, 
the average snowfall for twenty years 
and 
the statistics concerning 
the 
frosts for fifteen years. 
According to the bulletin the annual 
rainfall in Jackson county since 1888 
has been 42.56 inches. 
The report is 
for twenty years including 1908. The 
table shows that tho heaviest rain­ 
fall during any one month of that 
period was in March, 1897 when 12.95 
inches were registered. 
The mini­ 
mum precipitation Irecorded during 
the same time, was 0.09 of an inch in 
October 1908. 
The average for each 
month as shown by this table varies 
but little, the greatest, 4.61 inches, 
being recorded in March, and the 
lowest, 2.74 inches, in October. 
The 
records for seven of the months reg­ 
ister a precipitation of about 3.50 
inches. 
The average temperature for Sey­ 
mour as shown by the statistics in the 
office of the department, is fifty-four 
degrees taking the records for the la st 
twenty-one years as a basis. 
The 
highest mean temperature for any 
one month is given as 76.1 degrees for 
July. 
The lowest is 31.1 degrees for 
February. 
Jt is interesting to note 
that the average temperature at Col­ 
umbus, eighteen miles north is slight­ 
ly less being 52.8 degrees, while the 
mean temperature for Scottsburg is 
higher, having been recorded at 55.4 
degrees.

According to reports received by 
the state board of health from health 
commissioners in the various counties 
of the state, the public schools in the 
country districts and in the.villages 
and towns will begin work next month 
for the school year under better sani­ 
tary conditions than have obtained 
at any other time since the state 
board became interested in the wel­ 
fare of the school children.

Anderson, chief clerk of the board, 
in the absence of Dr. J. N. Hurty, has 
compiled the reports. 
According to the reports, a large 
number of new srtiool buildings have 
been erected by township and town 
trustes since the close of school last 
spring to take place of those con­ 
demned by the county health com­ 
missioners and by the state board on 
appeal from the county official.

Today for the first time the wireless 
telephone was exhibited in Seymour 
and a demonstration of its use given 
by L. B. Youngblood, of Louisville, 
and William Russell, of Newark, N. 
J., 
representatives of the 
Collins 
Wireless Telephone Company. 
They 
arrived in the city last night and ex­ 
pect to be here several days. 
This 
morning they installed their instru­ 
ments in the city building and during 
the day many persons witnessed the 
demonstrations and listened to com­ 
munications over the phone. 
v The instrument for transmitting the 
messages was placed in the mayor’s 
o 
wall in the clerk’s office. 
The mes 
sages came clear and distinct, the 
voice of the speaker being easily rec­ 
ognized. Those who have read of the 
wireless telephone and imagined that 
telephoning without wires was a com­ 
plicated affair, were impressed with 
the simplicity of the instruments and 
with the fact that it is as easy to 
operate a wireless as the old Bell. 
The message is spoken into an or­ 
dinary transmitter attached to the 
instrument and the inventor has so 
“ harnessed and utilized the energy- 
carrying capacity of the ether waves” 
that the message is carried instantly 
to its destination. 
The receiving in­ 
strument used was a circle of wires 
attached to an ordinary receiver. 
The power for the instrument was 
furnished by sixteen dry cells and 
was sufficient to carry a message 
fifty feet. 
It is only a matter of the 
amount of power used as to the dis­ 
tance a message may be sent. 
The wireless telephone is the in­ 
vention of Frederick Collins, a for­ 
mer Indiana man. 
Ten years ago Jie 
was successful in sending a wireless 
telephone message a short distance, 
but it was only within the past year 
that tlie instrument was so perfected 
as to make it practical for commer­ 
cial purposes. There are now several 
commercial lines, the longest being be­ 
tween Philadelphia and Newark, a 
distance of eighty-one miles. 
His 
company has been merged with the 
Massie, the Pacific and the Clark, the 
three great wireless telegraph com­ 
panies of the country. 
They have 
stations along both oceans and the 
Great Lakes and it is proposed to es­ 
tablish a line across the continent 
with one high-power station at Lou­ 
isville. and from there make connec­ 
tions with Indianapolis within a few 
months. 
Eventually it is expected to j noon, 
establish stations in Seymour and 
other smaller cities as encouragement 
in the way of subscription to stock is 
received. 
The wireless, its promoters expect, 
will revolutionize long-distance com- ! 
munication eventually. 
As no wires, ! 
poles, expensive central stations and j 
franchises are needed, the estab­ 
lishment of local and long-distance 
telephone systems will be cheapened. 
One local system has already been es- j 
tablished at Portland Me. 
It is claimed that one phone can be 
so ‘tuned” by means of a dial that 
it will catch only the message intended 
for it, making communication strictly 
private. 
The field of operation for the wire­ 
less is limitless.

TWO MEN KILLED IN AN 
ACCIDENTAT SPEEDS 


Machinery Breaks at Cement Mill 


and Workmen Are Scalded By 


Bursting Steam Pipes. 


Two men were scalded to death, 
one dying instantly and the other two 
hours later, and four others were bad­ 
ly injured Wednesday, as the result of 
ffiee and the receiver beyond the |machinery breaking in the hoisting 
apparatus at the Portland Cement 
plant of J. B. Speed & Company at 
Speed’s Station on the I. & L. Trac­ 
tion line. 
A crane was being used for the pur­ 
pose of excavating, and probably a 
dozen men were in the pit from which 
the dirt was being taken. 
The engine 
operating the boom was on the track 
at the side of the pit and when the 
machinery broke the entire apparatus 
fell over into the pit and the steam 
pipes burst. 
Thomas Townsend and 
Virgil Uhl. both of whom lived a short 
distance from the plant, were the two 
who died of their injuries. 
Fredrick 
Baugh, Charles Swart« and Wesley 
Jana way also were badly scalded, and 
William Neff, an engineer, was injured 
by jumping to escape death. 
When 
Townsend and Uhl were taken from 
the pit and an effort made to remove 
their clothing, their flesh, which had 
been cooked by the steamy came off 
with the garment. 
Physicians who attended the dead 
and injured declared they had never 
seen men so frightly burned as the re­ 
sult of similar injuries. 
Uhl was 
conscious when taken from the pit and 
pleaded piteously for his wife and 
children to he brought to him. 
His 
wife arrived and was recognized By 
him before he died. 
Fred Baugh sustained a fractured 
skull in addition to being scalded. 
Charles Swartz has a broken hip and 
dislocated shoulder in addition to his 
burns. 
Wesley Janaway is fearfully 
scalded and suffered more in this man­ 
ner than any of those except the men 
who died. 
Townsend and Uhl were 
each about 25 years old, and each 
leaves a widow and two children.

For ou r great good fortu ne as a na­ 
tion we, th e people of tlie United 
States as a wh ole, cau now* afford to 
forget th e ev il or at least to remember 
It with ou t bitterness and to fix ou r 
eyes with pride on th e good th at was 
accomplish ed. 


Pro b lem * o f Life. 
Ev en in ordinary times th ere are 
v ery few of u s wh o do not sOe th e 
problems of life as th rou gh a glass 
darkly, and wh en th e glass is clou ded 
by th e mu rk of fu riou s popu lar pas­ 
sion th e v ision of th e best and th e 
brav est is dimmed. 
Looking back, we are all of u s now 
able to do ju stice to th e v alor and th e 
disinterestedness and th e lov e of th e 
righ t as to each it was giv en to see th e 
righ t, sh own both by th e men of th e 
north and th e men of th e sou th iu th at 1 
contest wh ich was finally decided by 
th e attitu de of th e west.

At many stages in th e adv ance of 
h u manity

more th an th ey possess is tlie central 
condition of progress. 
In ou r day it appears as th e stru ggle 
of free men to gain and h old th e righ t 
of self gov ernment as against th e 
special interests wh o twist th e meth ­ 
ods of free gov ernment into mach in­ 
ery for defeating th e popu lar will. 
At ev ery stage and u nder all circu m­ 
stances th e essence of th e stru ggle is 
to eq u alize opportu nity, destroy priv ­ 
ilege and giv e to th e life and citizen­ 
sh ip of ev ery indiv idu al th e h igh est 
possible v alife both to h imself and to 
th e commonwealth . 
Practical eq u ality of opportu nity for 
nil citizens wh en we ach iev e it will 
h av e two great resu lts. 
First, ev ery 
man will h av e a fair ch ance to make 
of h imself all th at in h im lies, to reach 
th e h igh est point to wh ich h is capaci­ 
ties. u nassisted by special priv ilege of 
h is own and u nh ampered by th e spe­ 
cial 
priv ileges of

and h is family su bstantially w’bat h e 
h as earned; second, eq u ality of op­ 
portu nity means th at th e common­ 
wealth will get from ev ery citizen th e 
h igh est serv ice of wh ich h e is capa­ 
ble. 
No man wh o carries th e bu rden 
of th e special priv ileges of anoth er can 
giv e to th e commonwealth th at serv ­ 
ice to wh ich it is fairly entitled.

terstate commerce commission, sh ou ld 
be largely increased. 
We h av e a righ t to expect from th e 
bu reau of corporations and from th e 
interstate 
commerce 
commission 
a 
v ery h igh grade ot pu blic serv ice. 
We 
sh ou ld be su re of th e proper condu ct 
of interstate railways and th e proper 
management of interstate bu siness as 
we are now su re of th e condu ct and 
management of th e national banks, 
and we sh ou ld h av e as effectiv e su per 
-1 
v ision in one case as in th e oth er. 
Th e Ilepbu rn act and th e am end-1 
ment to th at act in th e sh ape iu wh ich 
it finally passed congress at th e last 
session represent a long step in ad­ 
v ance. and we mu st go yet fu rth er. 


In flu en ce o f Sp ecial In terests. 
Th ere is a widespread belief among 
ou r people th at u nder th e meth ods of 
making tariff’s wh ich h av e h ith erto ob­ 
tained th e special interests are too in­ 
flu ential. Probably th is is tru e of both 
th e big interests and th e little inter­ 
ests. 
Th ese meth ods h av e pu t a pre­ 
miu m on selfish ness, and natu rally th e 
selfish big interests h av e got more 
th an th e selfish small interests. 
Th e

Of conserv ation I sh all speak more 
at 
length 
elsewh ere. 
Conserv ation 
means dev elopment as mu ch as it does 
protection. 
I recognize th e righ t and 
th e du ty of th is generation to dev elop 
and u se th e natu ral resou rces of ou r 
land, bu t I do not recognize th e righ t 
to waste th em or to rob by wastefu l 
u se th e generations th at come after 
u s. 
Th e natu ral resou rces mu st be 
u sed for th e benefit of all ou r peo­ 
ple and noi monopolized 
fo r th e bene­ 
fit of a few. 
Th at is o ne o f tlie fu n­ 
damental rea so ns wh v th e special in­ 
terests mu st be driv en ou t of politics. 
Ot all th e q u estions wh ich can come 
before th is nation sh ort of th e actu ­ 
al preserv ation of its existence in a 
great war th ere is none wh ich com­ 
pares in importance with th e great 
central task ot leav ing th is land ev en 
a better land for ou r descendants th an 
it is for u s and training th em into a 
better race to inh abit th e land and 
pass it on. 
Conserv ation is a great moral issu e, 
for it inv olv es th e patriotic du ty of in­ 
su ring th e safety and continu ance of 
th e nation. 
Let me add t lia t th e 
h ealth and v itality of ou r people are 
at least as well worth conserv ing as 
th eir forests, winters, lands and min 
erals and th at in th is great work th e 
national gov ernment mu st bear a most 
important part. 


Better Farm in g Co n d itio n s. 
I h av e spoken elsewh ere also of th e 
great task wh ich lies before th e farm ­ 
ers of th e cou ntry to get for th em­ 
selv es and for th eir wiv es and ch il­ 
dren not only th e benefits of better 
farming, bu t also th ose of better bu si­ 
ness meth ods, and better conditions of 
life on th e farm. 
Th e bu rden of th is 
great task will fall, as it sh ou ld, main­ 
ly u pon th e great organizations of th e 
farmers th emselv es. 
I am glad it will, for I believ e th ey 
are well able to h andle it. In particu ­ 
lar th ere are strong reasons wh y th e 
departments of agricu ltu re of th e v a­ 
riou s states, th e United States depart­ 
ment of agricu ltu re and th e agricu l­ 
tu ral colleges and experiment stations 
sh ou ld extend th eir work to cov er all

and th e men wh o wore th e gray, and 
ou r sadness th at su ch men sh ou ld h av e 
h ad to figh t one anoth er is tempted by 
th e glad knowledge th at ev er h ereafter 
th eir descendants sh all be fou nd figh t­ 
ing side by side, stru ggling in peace 
as well as in war for th e u plift of th eir 
common cou ntry, all alike resolu te to 
raise to th e h igh est pitch of liou or and 
u sefu lness th e nation to wh ich th ey all 
belong. 
As for th e v eterans of th e Grand 
Army of th e Repu blic, th ey deserv e 
h onor and recognition su ch as are paid 
to no oth er citizens of th e repu blic, 
for to th em th e repu blic ow'es its all, 
for to th em it owes its v ery existence. 
I do not speak of th is stru ggle of th e 
past merely from th e h istoric stand­ 
point. 
Ou r interest is primarily in th e 


good serv ice, 
Th is means th at ou r gov ernments, 
national and state, mu st be freed from 
th e sinister influ ence or control of spe­ 
cial interests. 
Exactly as th e special 
interests of cotton and slav ery th reat­ 
ened ou r political integrity before th e 
civ il war, so now th e great special 
bu siness interests too often control and 
corru pt th e men and meth ods of gov ­ 
ernment for th eir own profit. 
.We mu st driv e th e special interests 
ou t of politics. 
Th at is one of ou r 
tasks today. 
Ev ery special interest is 
entitled to ju stice—fu ll, fair au d com­ 
plete—bu t not one is entitled to a v ote 
in congress, a v oice on th e bench or 
to representation in any pu blic of­ 
fice. 
Th e constitu tion gu arantees pro­ 
tection to property, and w’o mu st make 
application today of th e lessons tau gh t j th at promise good. 
Bu t it does not 
by th e contest of h alf a centu ry ago. 
It is of little u se for u s to pay lip 
loyalty to th e migh ty nien of th e past 
u nless we sincer« » ^ * endeav or to apply 
to th e problems of th e present pre­ 
cisely th e q u alities wh ich in oth er 
crises enabled th e men of th ose days to 
meet th ose crises.

th at it sh ou ld h av e been gained with ­ 
ou t doing damage to th e commu nity.

Co n tro l Co mmercial 
Fo rces. 
Th e tru e friend of property, th e tru e 
conserv ativ e, is h e wh o insists th at 
property sh all be th e serv ant au d not 
th e master of th e commonwealth —wh o 
insists th at th e creatu re of man’s mak­ 
ing sh all be th e serv ant and not th e 
master of th e man wh o made it. Th e 
citizens of th e United States mu st ef­ 
fectiv ely control th e migh ty commer- 
coin faced and solv ed th e great prob- cial forces wh ich th ey h av e th em- 
Jeins of th e nineteenth centu ry, wh ile 
at th e same time th ese same good peo­ 
ple nerv ou sly sh rink from or frantical­ 
ly denou nce th ose wh o are trying to 
meet tlie problems of th e twentieth in 
th e spirit wh ich was accou ntable for 
th e su ccessfu l solu tion of th e problems 
of Lincoln's time. 


Lin co ln ’s Fo recast. 
Of th at generation of men to wh om 
we owe so mu ch th e man to wh om we 
owe th e most is. of cou rse, Lincoln. 
Part of ou r debt to h im is becau se h e 
forecast ou r present stru ggle and saw 
th e way ou t. 
He said: 
“I h old th at wh ile man exists it is 
h is du ty to improv e not only h is own 
condition, bu t to assist in ameliorating 
mankind.” And again: “Labor is prior 
to and independent of capital. 
Capital 
is only th e fru it of labor and cou ld 
nev er ha v e existed bu t for la bo r. 
La ­ 
bo r is the su perior of ca pita l and de­ 
serv es much the hig her co nsidera tio n. 
Ca pita l ha s its rig hts which a re a s 
wo rthy o f pro tectio n a s a ny o ther 


selv es called into being. 
Th ere can be no effectiv e control of 
corporations wh ile th eir political activ ­ 
ity remains. 
To pu t an end to it will 
h e neith er a sh ort nor an easy task, 
bu t it can be done. 
We mu st h av e complete and effectiv e 
pu blicity of corporate affairs, so th at 
th e people may know beyond perad- 
v entu re wh eth er th e corporations obey 
th e law and wh eth er th eir manage­ 
ment entitles th em to th e confidence 
of th e pu blic. 
It is necessary th at 
law’s sh ou ld be passed to proh ibit th e 
u se of corporate fu nds directly or in 
directly for political pu rposes. 
It Is 
still more necessary th at su ch laws 
sh ou ld be th orou gh ly enforced. 
Corporate expenditu res for political 
pu rposes and especially su ch expendi­ 
tu res by pu blic serv ice corporations 
h av e su pplied one of th e principal 
sou rces of corru ption in ou r political 
affairs. 
It ha s become entirely clea r th at 
we must ha v e g o v ernment superv isio n 


t limiting th emselv es, as th ey h av e far 
To th is end th ere mu st be an expert f00 0fteu limited th emselv es in th e 
past, solely to th e q u estion of th e pro­ 
du ction of crops. 
I 
Noth ing is more tru e th an th at e’x- 
cess of ev ery kind is followed by re­ 
action, a fact wh ich sh ou ld be ponder­ 
ed by reformer au d reactionary alike. 
We are face to face with new concep­ 
tions of th e relations of property to 
h u man welfare, ch iefly becau se cer­ 
tain adv ocates of th e righ ts of proper­ 
ty as against th e righ ts of men h av e 
been pu sh ing th eir claims too far. 
Th e man wh o wrongly h olds th at 
ev ery h u man righ t is secou du ry to h is 
profit mu st u ow giv e way to th e ad­ 
v ocate of h u man welfare, wrh o righ tly 
maintains th at ev ery man h olds h is 
property su bject to th e general righ t 
of th e commu nity to regu late its u se 
to wh atev er degree th e pu blic welfare 
may req u ire it. 
Bu t I th ink w'e may 
go still fu rth er. 
Th e righ t to regu late th e u se of 
wealth iu th e pu blic iu terest is u ni­ 
v ersally admitted. 
Let u s admit also j 
th e righ t to regu late th e terms au d 
j 
conditions of labor, wh ich is th e ch ief 
element of wealth , directly iu th e in- I 
terest of th e common good. 
Th e fu n­ 
damental th ing to do for ev ery man is ] 
to giv e h im th e ch ance to reach a j 
place iu wh ich h e w ill make th e great­ 
est possible contribu tion to th e pu blic j 
welfare. 
No man can be a good citizen u nless 
j 
h e h as a wage more th an su fficient to j 
cov er th e bare cost of liv ing and h ou rs 1 
of labor sh ort enou gh so th at after h is 
day’s work is dou e h e will h av e time 
au d energy to bear h is sh are iu th e 
management of th e commu nity, to h elp 
in carrying th e general load. 
We keep cou ntless men from being 
good citizens by th e conditions of life 
with wh ich we su rrou nd th em. 
We 
need compreh ensiv e workmen's com­ 
pensation acts, both state and national 
laws to regu late ch ild labor and th e 
w’ork of women, and especially we 
need in ou r commou sch ools not mere­ 
ly edu cation iu book learning, bu t also 
practical training for daily life and 
w’ork. 
We need to enforce better sanitary 
conditions for ou r w’orkers and to ex­ 
tend th e u se of safety appliances iu 
indu stry and commerce both with in 
au d between th e states. 


Th e state mu st be made efficient for 
th e work wh ich concerns only th e peo­ 
ple of th e state and th e nation for 
th at wh ich concerns all th e people. 
Th ere mu st remain no neu tral grou nd 
to serv e as a refu ge for lawbreakers 
and especially for lawbreakers of great 
wealth wrh o can h ire th e v u lpine legal 
cu nning wh ich will teach th em h ow to 
av oid both ju risdictions. 
It is a misfortu ne wh en th e national 
legislatu re fails to do its du ty in 
prov iding a national remedy, so th at 
th e only national activ ity is th e pu rely 
negativ e activ ity of th e ju diciary in 
forbidding th e state to exercise power 
iu th e premises. 
I do not ask for ov ercentralization, 
bu t I do ask th at we work in a spirit of 
broad 
and 
farreacbing 
nationalism 
wh en w’e work for wh at concerns ou r 
people as a wh ole. 
We are all Americans. Ou r common 
interests are as broad as th e conti­ 
nent. 
I speak to you h ere in Kansas exact­ 
ly as I wou ld speak in New York or 
Georgia, for th e most v ital problems 
are th ose wh ich affect u s all alike. Th e 
national gov ernment belongs to th e 
wh ole American people, and wh ere th e 
wh ole American people are interested 
th at interest can be gu arded effectiv ely 
only by th e national gov ernment. 
Th e betterment wh ich we .seek mu st 
be accomplish ed, 
i 
believ e, 
mainly 
th rou gh th e national gov ernment. 
Th e American people are righ t in de­ 
manding th at new’ nationalism with ­ 
ou t wh ich we cannot h ope to deal with 
new problems. 
Th e u ew’ nationalism 
pu ts th e national need before section­ 
al or personal adv antage. 
It is impa­ 
tient of th e u tter confu sion th at re­ 
su lts from local legislatu res attem pt­ 
ing to treat national issu es as local is­ 
su es. 
It is still more impatient of th e im­ 
potence wh ich springs from th e ov er­ 
div ision o t gov ernment pow’ers, th e im­ 
potence wh ich makes it possible for 
local selfish ness or for legal cu nning, 
h ired by w’ealtby special interests, to 
bring national activ ities to a dead­ 
lock. 
Th is new nationalism regards 
th e execu tiv e pow’er as th e steward of 
th e pu blic w’elfare. 
It demands of th e 
ju diciary th at it sh all lie interested 
primarily in h u man w’elfare rath er 
th an in property, ju st ns it demands 
th at th e representativ e body sh all rep­ 
resent all th e people rath er th an any 
one class or section of th e people. 


Fo r Men , No t Pro p erty. 
I believ e in sh aping th e ends of gov ­ 
ernment to protect property as well as 
h u man welfare. 
Normally and in th e 
long ru n th e ends are th e same, bu t 
w’h enev er th e 
alternativ e mu st 
be 
faced I am for men and not for prop­ 
erty. 
I am far from u nderestimating th e 
importance of div idends, bu t I rank 
div idends below h u man ch aracter. 
I 
know’ w’ell th at th e reformers mu st not 
bring u pon th e people economic ru in 
or th e reforms th emselv es will go 
down in th e ru in. 
Bu t we mu st be 
ready 
to

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WARNING SIGNALS. 
It frequ ently occu res that some of 
the employes of the railroads are neg­ 
ligent in giving the proper signals 
j when their engines approach the street 
crossings within the city, and as a re­ 
su lt several accidents, which, u nder 
all prob ab ility, wou ld have b een se r­ 
iou s, have recently b een narrowly 
averted. 
While it is recognized that 
a traveler u pon a pu b lic highway 
mu st u se reasonab le care and cau tion 
in crossing a railroad track, it is 
likewise requ ired of the company that 
it give the proper signal of w arn ­ 
ing. 
Especially is this tru e in a city 
like Seymou r, where the trains ru n 
throu gh the central part of the city 
and intersect the streets which are 
b u rdened with the heaviest traffic. 
The failu re to give warning at street 
crossings seems to occu r more fre ­ 
qu ently when the traffic is u nu su ally 
heavy and one train follows another 
within a short du ration of time. 
Hn- 
ginemen are, dou b tless, in su ch times 
working u nder a 
constant 
mental 
strain as they realize the greater re­ 
sponsib ility of their position, hu t even 
with this allowance, the giving of 
warning signals is a part of their 
du ty, which shou ld not b e overlooked, 
as it is a m atter of protection to life 
and limb . 
While the rapid m owment 
of traffic is of great importance, it 
mu st he conceded that the seriou s­ 
ness of a delay of a train ft>r a few 
moments is not to he compared to the 
somb er thou ght of a fatal accident 
or a permanent inju ry. 
The warning 
signal statu te is a law which the rail­ 
road companies wou ld do well to en- 
fore with greater rigidness, as it is 
of great importance to travelers and, 
in fact, nothing more than a proper 
law of hu manity.

BUILDS BIG CITY 


Prospective Oklahoma Capital 


Has 60,000 Population. 


IS BUT 21 YEARS OF AGE. 


Chamber o f Co mmerce, Which Keeps 
Tab o n To wn’s Reso urces, Secured 
Big Packing Plant by Bo nus, Then 
Cleared That by Platting and Selling 
Adjacent To wn Lo ts. 


The city of Oklahoma is only twenty - 
one y ears old. 
In 18 8 9 it was an open 
field. 
Now it has 00,000 people, well 
pav ed streets, steel sky scrapers and a 
thriv ing bu siness, with all the bu stle 
and prosperity of a growing city . 
Month by month the people who see 
the bank clearings as they are pu b­ 
lished hav e wondered at the progress 
of this town. 
It is one of the tw o th at 
hav e ru n A tlanta a close race in the 
ratio of bu siness increase. 
W hat w as 
the cau se of it? 
Who did it? 
These qu estions were answ ered at 
the recent conv ention of the sou thern 
commercial secretaries, where A. W. 
McKeand, secretary of the Oklahoma 
cham ber of commerce, told of its work. 
It has 1,19 2 mem bers and em braces in 
its operations almost ev ery fu nction 
of a civ ic organization, inclu ding ev en 
the work of the associated charities. 
Keeps Tab o n To wn. 
The secretary has tw enty assistants, 
each in charge of a departm ent. 
The 
cham ber condu cts a credit clearing 
hou se for the wholesale trade w ith 
26,000 nam es on its reference books 
and ru ns a sim ilar bu reau for the re­ 
tail trade. 
The recent annou ncem ent th a t Okla­ 
homa City had secu red two of the 
largest packing hou se plants in the 
world has cau sed the city bu ilders of 
the whole cou ntry to sit u p and take 
notice. 
Mr. McKeand told how they 
did it, and the incident shows the w on­ 
derfu l spirit th at makes the western 
tow ns grow at su ch a wonderfu l rate. 
The president and secretary of the 
Oklahoma cham ber of commerce, a fte r 
prelim inary 
negotiations with 
a big 
Chicago packing firm and a carefu l 
stu dy of the towu by that firm, reached 
an agreem ent one night, and the nex t 
day money was raised to carry ou t the 
plan. 
T he cham ber of commerce agreed 
to pay $300,000 for the establishm ent 
there of a plant that wou ld employ 
1,500 men, one-half this su m to be paid 
on completion of the plant and the re­ 
m ainder when it had ln?en in operation 
a y ear at fu ll capacity . 
The Oklaho­ 
m ans also bou ght 500 acres of land 
contigu ou s to the plant and proposed 
to sell lots. 
At 10 o’clock the nex t morning a 
meeting was callled at the cham ber of 
commerce to raise the money . 
Su b­ 
scriptions started at $10,000 and $20,- 
000 and ran down to $1,000. 
I n a little 
while enou gh money was su bscribed 
to pay for the $300,000 bonu s and the 
land. 
City Clears Its Bo nus. 
The work w ent ahead, the packers 
m ade good, and the lau d was cu t into 
lots anil sold for a profit large enou gli 
to pay the $300,000 bonu s and abou t 
12 per cent ov er. 
This trade has been 
du plicated with another big plant, and 
the sa 
Okl 
withou t enou gh factories. 
It had steel 
sky scraper office bu ildings, bu t not 
enou gh produ cing indu stries, so the 
people went afte r them, determ ined to 
get them a t any cost. 
They stu died 
the situ ation, chose the kind of indu s­ 
try best su ited to the tow n and the 
su rrou nding cou ntry and w ent after it 
in a big way . 
These Oklahoma people are in ear­ 
nest all the time. 
Their methods are 
bu sinesslike and broad minded. 
As 
an illu stration of their w ay ,of doing 
things they will m ake a tou r of the 
sou th with a hu ndred of their leading 
citizens nex t w inter, stopping a day at 
each city and stu dy ing its institu tions. 
At each point they div ide into com ­ 
mittees to collect information on v ari­ 
ou s su bjects, su ch as schools, indu s­ 
try , trade methods, civ ic affairs, etc., 
and when they go home apply the best 
th a t they find to their own situ ation.

From 9 in the morning u ntil half 
past 4 o’clock iu the afternoon they 
are holding down desks in v ariou s de­ 
partm ents of the federal gov ernment. 
When their daily task for Uncle Sam 
is done they take u p th at pertaining 
to their profession. 
There are m any su ndow n doctors in 
the employ 
of 
the gov ernment 
at 
W ashington. 
In many cases medical 
stu dents with little means secu re clerk­ 
ships in the departm ents in order that 
they may prov ide themselv es with a 
liv ing while they are finishing their 
medical cou rses. 
Their diplomas thu s laboriou sly ac­ 
qu ired, they enter tentativ ely u pon the 
practice ot medicine, holding on, how­ 
ev er, to their gov ernm ent jobs u ntil 
they shall be firmly established pro­ 
fessionally . 
Nor are all su ndown doctors mere 
clerks. 
Not a few of them hold chief- 
shlps 
of 
div isions, 
a 
circu m stance 
which, of cou rse, renders the act of 
resignation from the gov ernment serv ­ 
ice a still more u nlikely ev ent than in 
the case of a simple clerk.
